Ducote said that then state 
Senator Manner’s assistant went 
through the files stolen from the 
late social reformer Saul AUnsky, 
and from Chavez.

In 1968, Harmer formzd an

; **1 categorically deny that I 
ever authorized, by impl^tlon or 
otherwise, illegal entry or burgla- 
ry activities on anyone’s part in 
any circumstances at any time,*’ 
he said. 

Harmer. who served only four 
months as lieutenant governor 
after Edward Keinecke's resigna- 
tion, did say, however, that he 
bir«sl Gaiaanaga as an aide, did 
pubttm an antlChavez newsletter 
and did write a book, ”We Dare 
Not Fall’* in 1908 that included a 
chapter about the Chaves farm 
movement

Harmer said he diasmociated 
himself last June from Public 
Research Institute which be said 
“basicaily engages in monitoring 
some energy commission activi- 
ties.** He still maintains offices 
there, however.
